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Hazards, Costs 
Stem From Lack!* 
Of Right-of-Way

Granite Cityans are “be¬ 
witched, bothered and bewil¬ 
dered.” 

Bewitched in a sharply nega¬ 
tive way by the prospect of 
excessive sewer costs created 
by municipal delay in obtaining 
a stormwater sewer easement 
along East 23rd street and Na- 
meoki road. 

Bothered by the fact that 
present sewers are being dis¬ 
connected and plugged pending 
construction and completion of 
the concrete channel into which 
they are to drain stormwater. 
Until the channel right-of-way 
Is provided by the city, many 
sections of the sewer project 
will fill up with water that has 
no place 'to go, creating health 
and safety hazards. 

Bewildered over why the 
right-of-way was not acquired 
before a sewer Installation con¬ 
tract was awarded, and why 
the problem has been left unre¬ 
solved by the city government 
all summer. The $3,098,900 con¬ 
tract was signed this spring, 
with work beginning in mid- 
June. 

The potential debt developing 
for taxpayers includes the cast 
of acquiring the right-of-way by 
condemnation if that procedure 
is followed. It lost by only a 7-9 
vote last week. 

Fears Huge Tax Burden 

Mayor Donald Partney on 
Friday opposed condemnation, 
saying, “We have no idea as to 
the amount the courts would 
fix in determining what the city 
would have to pay for the 
ground. Industrial property 
runs high. I know of one in¬ 
stance in which $65,000 was 
paid for a one-acre location for 
a filling station.” 

Some officials have assumed 
the price might be $10,000 or 
$20,000 an acre for the nine 
acres, a possible total of $100,- 
000 or $200,000. The mayors 
comment indicates the figure 
might soar to several hundred 
thousand dollars. 

"Even worse,” Partney added, 
"the time involved in condem¬ 
nation could block the sewer 
work for as long as three years. 
We have been given to under¬ 
stand' that Granite City Steel 
Co. would take the issue to the 
Supreme Court if we attempted 
to condemn.” 

Other cost factors being cited 
include higher costs encount¬ 
ered by the contractor. S.- M. 
Wilson & Co., due to being de¬ 
layed by the lack of right-of- 
ways. In a letter to the city, 
the firm has said these costs 
will have to be passed on to 
the city. 

Land Exchange Proposed 

The principal alternative that 
has been discussed involves a 
land trade — the nine acres 
needed for the sewer channel in 
exchange for the three acres 
occupied by August street in 
crossing the industrial tract 
from East 23rd street to Ed- 
wardsville road. 

The steel company has told 
aldermen that if the street is 
vacated, planning for a new 
cold strip mill employing 600 to 
700 persons would be expedited. 
Construction would begin within 
several years. 

Citizens favoring closing of 
August street have pointed out 
the value of these new jobs to 
this community. 

Other favorable financial as¬ 
pects for the oity would be 
elimination of August street 
maintenance costs and elimin- 
• ation of the need to construct 
a bridge to carry August street 
over the storm channel. 

The city council has opposed 
the property trade on the 
theory that vacating the street 
would cause inconvenience. 
However, it is shorter, to use 
East 23rd street and Nanfeoki 
road when going north, and 
only slightly longer to use Mon¬ 
roe and 21st street when travel¬ 
ing south. 

Wider Street Available Soon 

With Nameoki road being 
widened, use of that route in¬ 
stead of unpaved August street 
will be even more advantag¬ 
eous it is contended. Some of 
the traffic counts showing us¬ 
age of August street were taken 
while Nameoki road was virtu¬ 
ally blocked due to the widen- 
tag project. , 

Among the reasons against 
condemnation, in which a jury 
would set the purchase price, is 
that the city does not have any 
money set aside for such a pur¬ 
pose. Its financial problem is

Impairment of other utility lines due to possible leaks resulting from 
pressure on plugged sewers, some too old to withstand it. 

DANGER 

Prospect of Illness due to frequent standing water during the time 
when drainage lines are unconnected and plugged. 

Hazard of falls, drownings in excavated areas.

Council Could 
End Problem at 
Meeting Tonight

Granite City council action to¬ 
night to remedy its sewer ease¬ 
ment crisis Ls considered pos¬ 
sible — but far from certain. 
Aldermen have resisted several 
previous attempts to acquire 
the needed right-of-way. 

Proposed exchange of nine- 
acre East 23rd street-Nameoki 
road right-of-way for three- 
acre August street was dis¬ 
cussed briefly Thursday night 
in between council discussions 
with employees seeking wage 
increases. 

It was agreed to bring up the 
August street topic again to¬ 
night, when councilmen are 
scheduled to assemble to ob¬ 
tain replies from employee 
groups on offers made Thurs¬ 
day evening. 

The property exchange pro¬ 
posal dates back to early June 
when it first was mentioned in 
a council session merely as a 
“reported offer” by Granite 
City Steel Co. As a result, the 
Special Sewer Committee, 
headed by Alderman Edmund 
Bartosiak, arranged a meet¬ 
ing with steel company of¬ 
ficials. who formally presented 
the plan for trading the two 
tracts and vacating August 
street. 

Council Members Balk 

In its first subsequent council 
meeting In which the proposal 
officially was presented, coun¬ 
cil members balked at its ap¬ 
proval, although Mayor Donald 
Partney made it known in that 
session that the contractor was 
starting work on the storm¬ 
water lines and that settlement 
of the easement issue was 
urgent. 

The plan was outlined by 
Randall Robertson, attorney for 
the steel mill, who pointed out 
that Granite City Steel Co. 
would trade 9.9 acres of valu¬ 
able industrial property in ex¬ 
change for the August street 
roadway of 3.3 acres. 

He said Granite City Steel did 
not want to sell any part of 
its property, but was willing to 
make the suggested trade in 
exchange for the roadway, 
which now divides steel firm 
property and would stand in 
the way of future expansion un¬ 
less it were closed. 

Varies in Width 

Attorney Robertson noted 
that the right-of-way needed by 
the city on the south side of 
East 23rd street is from 18 
feet in width at Bromley ave¬ 
nue to 55 feet wide at Nameoki 
road and along Nameoki road 
to Edwardsville road. ' 

On the south side of Edwards¬ 
ville road from Nameoki road 
to the Nameoki drainage canal 
operated by the East Side

An arsenal of weapons, am¬ 
munition and explosives was 
found in a raid at an Eagle 
Park Acres house Friday after¬ 
noon by state police, Madison 
county sheriff’s deputies and 
East St. Louis police. Three 
men were arrested. 

Charged with unlawful pos¬ 
session of weapons were Bill 
Lucas, 53, of 105 Hill street, and 
his two sons, William "Bull” 
Lucas, 22, and Darnell Lucas. 
21, of the same address. The 
cache was at their home. 

TTiey were taken to the Mad¬ 
ison county jail, with bonds set 
at $25,000 by Magistrate Joseph 
Kelleher jr. at the courthouse 
where most of the material was 
taken and cataloged. A hearing 
was set for 2 p.m. today. 

A land mine, some Molotov 
cocktails and hand grenades 
were delivered directly to the 
Granite City Army Depot, 
where they were deactivated. 

Counted at the courthouse 
were a submachine gun. eight 
rifles and shotguns, including 
some Army M-l rifles, about 25 
handguns and 5000 rounds of 
ammunition. 

Some Weapons Brand New 

Six of the handguns were still 
new. being sealed In plastic 
covers. 

The mine and submachine 
gun were described as in oper¬ 
ating condition. The machine 
gun was loaded with 30 .45-cali¬ 
ber bullets. 

The raid was the result of in¬ 
formation learned by an East 
St. Louis police officer who 
worked part-time at Eagle Park 
Acres. 

At 2:10 p.m. Friday, another 
East St. Louis policeman, De¬ 
tective Charles Vaughn, ap¬ 
peared before Judge Kelleher 
and obtained a search warrant. 

The raid was led by State Po¬ 
lice Lt. Oliver W. Reichert, and 
deputies included Raymond Wil- 
laredt of Granite City, who ex¬ 
ecuted the warrant, and Stanley 
Wojcik of Madison. 

Felony Charges 

The felony warrants charged 
them with unlawful possession 
of a weapon with a capacity of 
more than eight shots with a 
single squeeze of the trigger 
(the submachine gun). Some of 
the long guns also were under 
the 18-inch barrel limit. Maxi¬ 
mum penalty for such an of¬ 
fense is five years in prison. 

The house is a one-family 
frame flat with greenish gray 
shingles trimmed in green with 
a cellar and outbuildings. 

It was alleged by some that 
the weapons were to be rented 
or sold to the “War Lords,” a 
Negro organization, and to oth¬ 
ers in East St. Louis. The group 
denied it. 

Reports Dealer License 

While being booked at the 
county jail, the older Lucas 
told the chief jailer that he had 
a federal license as a gun 
dealer. 

All three members of the 
family have police records but 
none have been convicted of 
felonies. 

William "Bull” Lucas was in¬ 
dicted by a Madison county 
grand jury last spring on a 
charge of attempted burglary 
at Snyder's service station last 
March 19 and with illegal pos¬ 
session of burglary tools. 

He also was indicted in 1966 
on a charge of theft of a large 
amount of copper wire from the 
GM&O Railroad on Aug. 17 of 
that year, and in 1965 on a 
charge of robbery of $90 from 
Earl Malin of Fenton, Mo., on 
Sept. 25 of thqt year. 

Pontoon Beach Arrest 

Donald M. Randall, 34 Vtc- 
toria drive, was picked up last 
night by Pontoon Beach police 
on a warrant charging him 
with operating a veheile with 
an Improper muffler. He was 
released from Granite City po¬ 
lice headquarters on a notice 
to appear for a hearing.

Session Tonight 
On Responses to 
City Pay Offer 

Decision of Granite City em¬ 
ployees as to acceptance or re¬ 
jection of a new proposal for 
working agreements with all 
city workers — providing less 
than half the total wage in¬ 
crease sought by police and 
firemen—remained in doubt to¬ 
day pending outcome of a meet¬ 
ing of firemen this afternoon 
and a session of the city council 
at 8 o'clock tonight. Picketing 
continues. 

The new proposal, result of a 
five - hour negotiating session 
Thursday night between city of¬ 
ficials and leaders of six unions, 
was rejected in separate action 
by police and firemen. But re¬ 
quests for a second meeting to 
reconsider their action develop¬ 
ed among members of the fire¬ 
fighters' union during the 
weekend. 

As a result, leaders of the 
firemen's union scheduled a 
meeting at 1 p.m. today for a 
possible second vote on the 
question of accepting a sched¬ 
ule of wage increases and 
fringe benefits offered by the 
city council in last Thursday’s 
contract talks. The meeting will

No Predictions 

Harry Hillman, president of 
Local 253, International Asso¬ 
ciation of Firefighters, said he 
had no way of predicting the . 
outcome of today’s meeting, but 
added, “Several members have 
told me they might change their 
minds.”

Leaders of the police union. 
Local 1347, American Federa¬ 
tion of State, County and Mu¬ 
nicipal Employees, said this 
morning that the police union 
will stand pat on its rejection 
of the contract until tonight’s 
council meeting, which has been 
scheduled so that union mem¬ 
bers could give their answers to 
the new contract offer.

Carries Shotgun As 
Trio Holds Up Tavern; 
Area Break-Ins, Thefts 


Robbery of a Madison tavern 
and five of its patrons and a 
series of burglaries, thefts and 
attempted break-ins were 
among 24 weekend, crimes in 
the Quad-City area. 

Three armed bandits, one Of 
them carrying a sawed-off shot¬ 
gun and wearing a derby hat, 
a goatee and a red tee shirt, 
robbed Ermadeen’s Tavern, 198 
State street, Madison, shortly 
before midnight Thursday and 
took cash, checks and wrist- 
watches from five patrons.

The goateed robber with the 
shotgun searched and robbed 
Bruce Zulauf, 48, Bland, Mo., 
of his wallet, his watch and 
three checks in the amount of 
$50 each. 

He also took from Blair 
Pratt, 30, Blairsburg, la., his 
wallet containing $65 cash, and 
his watch, and from D. J.

Need Prior Approval

Are you a home wine maker? 
Reap the grape harvest (f you 
want to. 

But Internal Revenue Service 
offers this reminder; heads of 
families may produce — tax 
free — up to 200 gallons of wine 
for use of their immediate fam¬ 
ilies only if they comply with 
the federal statute requiring 
prior registration of their in¬ 
tent to produce wine. 

The Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Division of the IRS is charged 
with policing this federal law. 

Registration forms for this 
purpose, for prospective family- 
use wine makers in the state 
of Illinois, may be obtained 
from the Office of the Chief In¬ 
spector, Alcohol & Tobacco 
Tax, Room 1784, 35 East Wac- 
ker Drive, Chicago, III. 60601. 

Properly completed forms 
must be submitted in duplicate 
to the above office at least five 
days before the production of 
wine is begun. Further infor¬ 
mation may be obtained by 
calling 353-3792. 

If qualified, the home wine¬ 
maker gets back one copy of 
the form as authorization to 
produce not more than 200 gal¬ 
lons of wine during the twelve- 
month period from July I 
through June 30. A new regis¬ 
tration form must be filed for 
each year the home producer 
wishes to make wine. 

The exemption given under 
federal law for the production 
of tax-free wine is solely for 
family use; it does not apply 
to an unmarried person unless 
he qualifies as head of a fam¬ 
ily, or a married man living 
apart from his family. 

Production of wine by corp-

Pacific Isle of Kusaie 


A Southern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity alumni married couple will 
face the challenge of a primi¬ 
tive Pacific island when they 
arrive there this month on fed¬ 
eral teaching assignments. 

Their destination, Kusaie of' 
the Caroline Islands group, is 
so unaffected by civilization 
that they are taking enough 
food, household items, and med¬ 
icines to last them two years. 

Phillip Foster, 27, and his 
26-year-old wife, Maridell, are 
scheduled to be dropped by 
seaplane Aug. 26 at Kusaie, 
where Foster will be super¬ 
visor of English language teach¬ 
ers in the four elementary 
schools and one high school and 
his wife will be a high school 
mathematics and physics 
teacher. 

At the time of their two-year 
assignment in April by the U.S. 
Department of Interior, they 
choSe to go to Kusaie despite 
its lack of food, no electricity, 
and the resulting absence of 
modem conveniences and serv¬ 
ices. There is no doctor. 

Generate Own Electricity 

They, are taking 200 pounds 
of air freight. Another 3000 
pounds of supplies will come 
along later by ship. In spite of 
the absence of electricity, they 
are taking an electric refrig¬ 
erator, because among their 
things will be an electric gen¬ 
erator. To be on the safe side, 
however, oil lamps and lanterns 
are included in their personal 
cargo. 

The Fosters, whose home

town is Harrisburg, III,, said 
Kusaie has a population of 3000 
natives, of whom 1200 are en¬ 
rolled in the school system. 

Using suggestions of local 
grocery specialists, they bought 
up enough food, soap and other 
necessities to last them two 
years. They have obtained 
drugs with the help of a phar¬ 
macist, and have been taught 
by a physician How to adminis¬ 
ter shots. They are taking seed 
to grow their own vegetables. 
Fruit is plentiful. 

When they arrive on the is¬ 
land, they hope to be able to 
buy motorbikes for their per¬ 
sonal use. Foster said he would 
have a Jeep assigned to him for 
travel among the five schools. 

Foster, who has his master's 
degree in teaching English as 
a foreign language, and Mari¬ 
dell, who has her bachelor's de¬ 
gree—both from SIU — were 
married in 1961 in South Viet¬ 
nam where her father, Fred 
Armistead, was a member of 
an SIU education team from 
1961 to 1967 and her mother 
taught in an elementary school 
at Saigon. The young married 
couple remained in Saigon to 
teach in a high school there 
from 1961-63. Maridell was 
reared in Harrisburg. Her hus¬ 
band is the son of Mrs. Verba 
Foster of the nearby village of 
Muddy. 

Foster said they were offered 
their choice of teaching on 
Guam or Kusaie. The Guam 
site would have been modern, 
but they felt a primitive island 
would be more challenging.

Unmet Downtown Needs Leave Much 
Potential Retail Business Untapped 

There is a sound basis for rejuvenation aqd 
new development in the downtown Granite City 
area—not just because it would help solidify the 
future of this community, but because there is an 
extensive untapped business potential. 

As the SIU Business Research Bureau sees 
it, “In Granite City, an increasing population, 
coupled with the tendency of the average age to 
decline and the resultant increase in the prime 
working age groups, can be expected to expand 
the economic base and thus increase demand. 

“Effective buying income per household 
has increased more rapidly in Granite City than 
in the state of Illinois as a whole and in some of 
the other areas considered. In terms of absolute 
dollars, it remained slightly below those of other 
areas, with the exception of Madison county in 
general. There is better income distribution in 
Granite City than in both Madison county and 
Illinois. 

“The Granite City central business dis¬ 
trict (CBD) is composed of relatively slow- 
growing shopping goods concerns and selected 
service establishments that do not grow as rap¬ 
idly as their more modern counterparts. A high 
percentage of CBD respondents indicated their 
intentions to remain in the CBD, but only a frac¬ 
tion of them plan to expand. 

"Although many in the CBD like the peo¬ 
ple and the community, they do not seem to be 
sold on the economic opportunities prevailing in 
downtown. They seemed to be less happy than 
their counterparts outside the CBD. 

"CBD respondents disliked their sites more 
than other respondents did; the chief complaint 
was that present buildings are too small. This 
lack of space may, in the near future, cause 
some businesses to move away from the CBD. 
Overall findings indicated that although there is 
some degree of commitment to the area among 
the downtown merchants, this does not stem so 
much from enthusiasm as from inertia. 

"It was suggested by the survey findings 
that individual merchants should make an effort 
to improve the physical conditions of their facili¬ 
ties and to add new lines of merchandise, as 
well as to improve their merchandising, and that 
businessmen should work together and with civic 
groups in an effort to improve conditions in 
Granite City. 

"Improvement of parking facilities was 
given the highest priority as a test to be under¬ 
taken either by local government or by the 
planning committee. Traffic also appeared to be 
an item of great concern. 

"The financial sector of Granite City 
seemed to be optimistic and objective in its sug¬ 
gestions. The most important problems, once 
again, appeared to be parking, followed by 
traffic, old buildings, and lack of interest and 
initiative. 

"Almost 50% of the total parking facili¬ 
ties in the CBD are utilized all the time. This is 
a high rate. Considering that street parking in 
the first district is greater than 61% and 
metered street spaces are utilized more than 
64%, an acute problem exists.”

Failure to Provide Sewer Easement 
Puts Residents, Taxpayers In Jeopardy 

Detailed information given on the front 
page today clearly shows that Granite City 
council inaction on providing a stormwater 
sewer easement along East 23rd street and 
Nameoki road is putting taxpayers and residents 
in an extremely awkward and adverse position. 

The public may be saddled with huge costs, 
plus the hazards and inconvenience of nearly a 
year's delay in getting a concrete channel con¬ 
structed and connected with stormwater lines. 
Areas where sewers have had to be plugged 
will be much worse off than before the project; 
water will accumulate with no place to go, 
frequently flooding basements, yards and streets 
and causing deterioration of both sewers and 
other underground utility lines. 

The city literally cannot afford to condemn 
land for the right-of-way. It created the problem 
by proceeding with the sewer installation before 
it had carried out the necessary preliminary 
steps. Now it must extricate itself, and im¬ 
mediately. 

The plan to vacate August street, ex¬ 
changing three acres of city property for nine 
acres of valuable industrial land, seems rea¬ 
sonable. It becomes much more attractive with 
the indication that the site is to be utilized with¬ 
in several years for construction of new indus¬ 
trial facilities, providing upwards of 600 new 
jobs, plus a larger property base on which to 
finance governmental services. 

The issue is clear. Equally clear thought 
and action by the city government is essential. 

Each day that passes is putting Granite 
Cityans in increasingly serious jeopardy. Further 
delay would be intolerable.

It was a great event for the little town of Kaskaskia when the 
Constitutional Convention assembled on the first Monday in 
August, 1818, to frame the first constitution of the new state of 
Illinois. 

Composed of 33 members, the Constitutional Convention was 
almost twice as large as the Council and House of Reprsenta- 
tives combined of the last Territorial Legislature. 

All the representatives elected to the Convention except the 
four from the nearby counties of Washington and Jackson were 
present on Aug. 3, the date set by the Enabling Act for assem¬ 
bling. 

Jesse B. Thomas was elected president, William C. Greenup 
secretary and Ezra Owen, sergennTat-armss. 

Judge Thomas was the most prominent man who had been 
elected to the Convention, so his choice as president was a natural 
one and may have had no political significance. 

Greenup had held various clerkships in the Territorial Leg¬ 
islature and in the courts of Randolph county. In spite of his hos¬ 
tility to the governor, he had been appoited clerk of the county 
court the preceding January. 

The first real work of the Convention was necessarily to 
ascertain officially the rsult of the census in order that it 
might know whether or not It was authorized under the 
Enabling Act to proceed with the framing of a constitution. 

The census returns by counites, as ascertained from the sec¬ 
retary's office, were reported. 

The list totaled 40,258, an increase of 5638 over the first re¬ 
turns in June. 

The Convention appears to have raised no questions as to the 
adequacy of the census. 

Mr. Frickett offered a resolution declaring that as “there 
are upwards of 40,000 Inhabitants In the territory, it is expedient 
to form a constitution and government. 

A motion by Ellas Kent Kane to postpone consideration 
of the resolution until the following day was voted down and 
the resolution was passed. 

Judging from this prompt action. It would seem that 
the opponents of statehood must have numbered only a small 
minority and must have recognized the futility of any oppo¬ 
sition. 

This disposed of the preliminaries of the Convention, and It 
proceeded to frame the constitution under which the state op¬ 
erated until 1848.
